ARRL  Develops  Position  in 
"Vanity"  Call  Sign  Proposal 

On  April  9,  the  League’s  Executive  Committee 
approved  the  recommendations  of  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  on  Preferred  Call  Signs  in  preparation 
for  the  ARRL’s  filing  of  formal  comments  in  PR 
Docket  93-305,  the  FCC’s  "Vanity"  call  sign 
proposal.  The  recommendations  were  based  on 
membership  input  solicited  by  the  committee. 

The  committee  feels  that  all  amateurs  should  be 
eligible  for  participation  in  the  program.  A  phase-in 
period  and  priority  system  of  "gates"  should  be 


adopted  to  allow  the  Commission  relief  from  the 
administrative  burden  expected  from  the  heavy 
initial  submission  of  applications,  and  to  afford 
licensees  the  opportunity  to  regain  lost  call  signs. 
Included  in  the  first  "gate"  would  be  those  who 
wish  to  obtain  the  call  sign  of  a  direct  family 
member.  Clubs  with  lapsed  club  licenses  and  call 
signs  should  be  allowed  to  recoup  those  call  signs 
in  the  first  priority  group.  The  second  gate  in  the 
priority  system  would  be  opened  to  Extra  Class 
licensees;  a  priority  third  gate  would  be  opened  to 
Advanced  Class  licensees.

FCC  Amends 
Message  Forwarding 
Rules  for  Systems  in 
the  Amateur  Service 


In  an  April  4  press  release,  the  FCC  announced 
that  it  has  relaxed  the  amateur  service  rules  to 
enable  contemporary  message  forwarding  systems 
to  operate  at  hundreds  of  characters  per  second 
while  retaining  safeguards  to  prevent  misuse. 

A  message  forwarding  system  is  a  group  of 
amateur  stations  participating  in  a  voluntary,  coop¬ 
erative,  interactive  arrangement  where  communica¬ 
tions  from  the  control  operator  of  an  originating 
station  are  transmitted  to  one  or  more  destination 
stations  via  forwarding  stations,  which  may  or  may 
not  be  automatically  controlled. 

Currently,  the  control  operator  of  each  station  is 
held  individually  accountable  for  each  message 
retransmitted,  resulting  in  unnecessary  content 
review  and  delays. 

The  ARRL,  in  commenting  on  PR  Docket 
93-85,  stated  that  the  obligation  of  the  control 
operator  of  the  first  forwarding  station  should  be 
the  establishment  of  the  identity  of  the  station 
originating  the  message.  Only  when  this  is  not  done 
should  these  control  operators  be  held  accountable 
for  improper  message  content.

Most  examinations  require  filing  an  FCC 
Form  610  and  advance  registration  at  least  30 
days  before  the  exam  date.  (Some  VECs  permit 
walkins.  Check  with  sponsor.) 

To  register,  you  must  first  secure  a  copy 
of  the  current  FCC  Form  610  and  fill  it  out  com¬ 
pletely  (AND  CORRECTLY).  Get  your  form  from  an 
FCC  Field  Office,  the  ARRL  or  Badger  State  Smoke 
Signals.  Send  a  29£  SASE  if  you  request  one 
from  the  ARRL  or  BSSS.  In  most  cases,  forms  can 
also  be  obtained  from  the  sponsoring  group. 

ARRL/VEC  examinations  require  a  check  for 
$5.75  payable  to  "ARRL/VEC". 

The  FCC  now  requires  applicants  to  show 


their  ORIGINAL  AMATEUR  LICENSE  or  CSCE  to  the 
VEC.  You  must  also  have  two  good  copies  of  your 
license  or  CSCE.  A  copy  of  your  license  or  CSCE 
must  be  attached  to  your  FCC  form  610  and  most 
VEC  want  a  copy  for  their  records.  You  will  also 
be  required  to  have  a  photo  ID,  or  other  accept¬ 
able  identification. 

Technician  class  licensees  must  show  proof 
of  testing  before  March  21,  1987,  in  order  to 
upgrade  to  General  with  a  code  test  only.

The  Computer 
Comer

Number  1 1  in  this  series  deals  with  repairing 
computers.  It  is  not  that  much  different  from 
repairing  other  types  of  electronic  gadgets,  includ¬ 
ing  ham  rigs.  Here  is  a  success  story,  showing  that 
a  little  careful  observation  is  sometimes  all  that  is 
needed. 

Someone  gave  me  a  broken  386  computer 
recently.  The  owner  related  that  the  building  in 
which  it  resided  was  struck  by  lightning,  and  after 
the  strike,  the  computer  began  acting  strangely.  It 
would  work  for  awhile,  then  it  would  lock  up  and 
quit.  After  a  few  days  of  putting  up  with  this 
intermittent  craziness,  the  owner  threw  up  his 
hands,  bought  a  new  computer,  and  "threw"  the  old 
one  my  way,  knowing  I  would  love  to  have  the 
parts.  When  I  got  around  to  looking  at  it,  to  see 
what  might  be  salvaged,  I  found  two  HD  floppy 
drives  (5-1/4"  and  3-1/2"),  and  a  140  Mbyte  hard 
drive.  Not  bad,  I  thought,  let’s  take  a  look. 

I  booted  up  the  unit.  Everything  worked  -  the 
monitor,  keyboard,  and  floppies.  Not  a  bit  of 
trouble  formatting  or  reading  disks.  Furthermore, 
the  hard  drive  could  be  accessed  with  no  problem. 
At  least  I  had  some  spare  parts.  Then  it  happened 
-  lock  up.  Everything  was  on  but  the  machine  was 
totally  unresponsive.  Whatever  had  been  on  the 
screen  just  stayed  there  no  matter  what  I  typed. 
Even  a  warm  boot  (Ctrl-Alt-Del)  command  would 
not  work.  Hmmm.  I  turned  it  off,  then  back  on, 
and  it  would  not  boot  up. 

Left  it  alone  for  a  few  days.  Turned  it  on,  and 
it  booted.  Worked  fine  for  an  hour,  then  locked  up 
again.  Hmmm.  Time  to  apply  good  old  ham  style 
diagnostic  procedure.  Opened  the  case  and  poked 
around,  checking  all  the  connectors.  Nothing  loose. 


Turned  it  back  on  with  the  case  still  open.  It  booted 
fine.  Hmmm.  Then  I  noticed  this  particular  brand 
of  computer  had  a  series  of  LEDs  next  to  the  power 
plug  on  the  motherboard.  They  lighted  up,  showing 
+5,  -5,  + 12  and  -12  volts  present  on  the  mother¬ 
board  from  the  power  supply.  Thoughtful  of  the 
engineers  to  provide  them;  not  many  computers 
sport  that  feature.  Whoops!  It  locked  up  again. 
Looked  at  the  LEDs;  the  +5  volt  LED  was  unlit! 
Ahah.  The  lockup  is  a  power  supply  problem! 

I  decided  to  "do  it  right".  I  pulled  die  drives  and 
boards  out  of  the  machine,  including  the  mother¬ 
board  itself.  It  doesn’t  take  a  lot  of  electrical  or 
mechanical  skill  to  do  all  that.  All  one  needs  are  a 
few  tools,  and  the  good  sense  to  make  a  sketch  of 
everything  with  copious  notes  so  you  can  put  it 
back  together  again.  I  burnished  the  edge  connector 
contacts  on  every  board  using  a  soft  white  eraser 
(any  other  type  is  not  suitable;  they  remove  too 
much  gold  plating  from  the  contacts).  Then,  using 
a  small  screwdriver,  I  slightly  raised  every  IC  out 
of  its  socket,  not  completely  -  just  a  little,  and  then 
pressed  each  one  firmly  down  until  it  was  firmly 
seated.  The  purpose?  To  combat  "chip  creep". 
Constant  heating  and  cooling  with  each  use  of  a 
computer  can  cause  the  integrated  circuits  to  actu¬ 
ally  creep  up  out  of  their  sockets  with  time,  increas¬ 
ing  the  resistance  of  the  contacts.  Prying  them  up  a 
little  followed  by  reseating  wipes  oxidation  off  the 
pins  and  insures  the  contact  between  the  pins  and 
the  socket  is  as  low  a  resistance  as  is  possible. 

I  removed  the  power  supply  and  thoroughly 
cleaned  the  dust  out  of  the  fans,  using  a  soft  brush 
and  some  blasts  of  air  (cough,  cough).  Then  I 
spotted  it!  The  connector  from  the  power  supply 
that  mates  with  pins  on  the  mother  board  had  three 
sockets  that  were  badly  discolored,  as  if  they  had 
been  burned.  I  burnished  the  power  connector  pins. 
Then,  using  a  very  small  needle  file,  I  burnished 
the  inside  surface  of  the  metal  sockets  the  pins 
insert  into.  Finally,  I  used  a  dental  probe  to  close 
up  the  metal  sockets  slightly,  so  the  fit  would  be 
tight  and  the  contact  resistance  low.  Consulting  my 
sketches  and  notes,  I  reassembled  the  computer  in 
under  10  minutes. 

On  bootup,  it  worked  perfectly.  Let  it  run 
overnight.  No  lockup.  Loaded  a  game  on  the  hard 


drive  and  played  it  tor  an  hour.  No  lockup.  Voila! 

I  had  a  perfectly  good  386DX  computer  on  hand, 
sporting  two  floppies,  4  Mbytes  of  RAM  and  a 
large  hard  drive.  Not  bad  for  a  couple  of  hours 
work,  which  revealed  nothing  more  than  some 
faulty  power  contacts  on  a  burned  plug.  Perhaps  the 
surge  from  the  lightning  strike  did  it,  perhaps  not. 

The  moral  of  the  story  is,  don’t  be  afraid  to 
disassemble  a  computer.  It  is  nothing  more  or  less 
than  a  bunch  of  printed  circuit  boards  and  a  couple 
of  drives,  all  hooked  together  and  to  a  power 
supply.  You  can  do  it.  The  only  caveat  is,  you 
MUST  take  notes  and  make  sketches,  so  you  can 
reverse  the  teardown  procedure.  Note  each  and 
every  plug,  the  color  of  the  wires  and  their  orienta¬ 
tion.  Pay  particular  attention  to  the  orientation  of 
those  connectors  that  interface  to  drives  -  the  wide 
multiconductor  cables  often  have  a  red  or  black 
wire  on  one  side,  and  the  orientation  of  the  plug 
that  connects  to  the  drive  IS  important.  If  they  are 
keyed  so  they  can  go  only  one  way,  fine.  But  if 
not,  the  sketch  will  be  your  only  resource  to  get 
them  back  together  correctly.  You  won’t  damage 
anything  if  you  put  them  together  backwards,  but 
the  sketch  can  save  you  hours  of  experimenting  to 
get  things  to  work.  Don’t  forget  to  make  notes 
concerning  which  slot  each  circuit  board  was  in. 
Sometimes  the  position  is  critical,  even  though  a 
board  may  fit  into  several  possible  slots.  I  have 
seen  boards  that  would  not  function  properly  unless 
they  were  in  the  very  first  slot,  nearest  to  where  the 
power  supply  leads  connect  to  the  motherboard. 
Take  lots  of  notes! 

A  complete  teardown  might  be  a  good  idea 
when  you  pick  up  that  $50  XT  at  the  next  swapfest, 
before  you  put  it  into  service.  It  is  probably  frill  of 
dust  and  dirt,  which  you  can  clean  up  during  the 
procedure.  An  excellent  way  to  insure  proper 
operation  is  to  remove  the  "dust  devils"  -  they  clog 
the  pathways  for  air  circulation,  which  can  lead  to 
overheating  of  the  chips.  Heat  and  dirt  are  two 
major  enemies  of  computers.  Have  fun  with  it!  □

Message  Forwarding  Rules  Amended  by  FCC

Also,  there  is  currently  no  central  supervisory 
authority  in  an  ad  hoc  amateur  service  digital 
network,  making  these  unsupervised  systems  easy 
targets  for  misuse  by  uncooperative  operators  and 
nonhams. 

Moreover,  the  Commission  said  that  it  could  be 
difficult  to  establish  after  the  fact  that  a  particular 
VHF  station  originated  a  fleeting  high-speed  digital 
transmission. 

For  these  reasons,  the  Commission  said  there 
must  be  on-going  oversight  of  the  system  and  the 
control  operators  of  the  first  forwarding  stations  are 
in  the  best  position  to  provide  such  oversight. 

Therefore,  the  Commission  will  hold  ac¬ 
countable  only  the  licensees  of  the  station  originat¬ 
ing  a  message  and  the  licensee  of  the  first  station 


forwarding  a  message  in  a  high-speed  message 
forwarding  system. 

The  licensee  of  the  first  forwarding  station  must 
either  authenticate  the  identity  of  the  station  from 
which  it  accepts  communications  on  behalf  of  the 
system,  or  accept  accountability  for  the  content  of 
the  message. 

The  Commission  also  clarified  that  the  station 
that  receives  a  communication  directly  from  the 
originating  station  and  introduces  it  into  the  mes¬ 
sage  forwarding  system  is  the  first  forwarding 
station. 

The  League  and  the  Colorado  Council  of  Ama¬ 
teur  Radio  Clubs  suggested  that  the  Commission 
substitute  the  word  "simultaneously"  for  "instanta¬ 
neously"  in  the  redefinition  of  a  repeater.  The 
Commission  concurred  and  adopted  this  modifica¬ 
tion. 
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The  Commission  believes  that  these  rule  changes 
will  enable  contemporary  high-speed  message 
forwarding  systems  to  operate  as  their  designers 
intended,  while  retaining  the  minimum  safeguards 
necessary  to  prevent  misuse. 

The  effective  date  of  the  rules  change  has  not 
yet  been  announced.

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Club  Rule  Changes  Sought  by  ARRL 

The  American  Radio  Relay  League  (ARRL)  has  petitioned  the  FCC  to  increase  the  minimum  number  of 
members  necessary  for  granting  a  club  station  license  from  two  to  four.  The  FCC  has  designated  the  petition 
RM-8462. 

The  League  said  that  the  FCC’s  1993  Notice  of  Proposed  Rule  Making  to  reinstate  club  licensing  makes 
this  a  timely  issue. 

In  1990,  the  League,  as  part  of  a  petition  for  rule  making  seeking  miscellaneous  changes  in  the  amateur 
service  rules,  proposed  the  same  change.  But  the  League  said  that  if  that  program  was  resumed,  the  two- 
person  criteria  would  invite  applications  from  parties  that  are  not  clubs,  such  as  two  or  three  licensees  simply 
wanting  an  alternative  call  sign. 

The  FCC  at  that  time  declined  to  change  the  criteria,  since  new  club  licenses  were. not  being  issued. 

The  League  said  that  the  two-person  criterion  is  insufficient  to  distinguish  bona  fide  clubs  -  which  should 
be  encouraged  and  provided  the  identity  of  a  separate  license  and  call  sign  -  from  two  or  three  individuals  who 
do  not  function  as  a  normal  Amateur  Radio  club. 

The  League  said,  by  way  of  example,  that  of  1,957  Amateur  Radio  clubs  that  are  ARRL-affiliated,  only 
10  have  fewer  than  four  members. 

Until  1976,  the  FCC  required  an  application  for  a  club  station  license  to  file  copies  of  the  club’s 
constitution  and  bylaws,  which  helped  ensure  that  the  club  was  bona  fide. 

The  FCC  has  not  issued  club  station  licenses  since  1979.

As  we  continue  to  try  to  bring  you  a  great 
paper,  we  find  that  production  costs  are  rising  faster 
than  our  income  from  advertisers  and  new  subscrib¬ 
ers.  In  addition,  as  you  probably  have  heard  from 
TV  and  newspapers,  we  will  soon  be  facing  in¬ 
creased  postage  costs.  We  regret  that  we  find  it 
necessary  to  increase  rates  for  Badger  State  Smoke 
Signals. 

We  have  not  increased  our  rates  in  the  last  three 
years,  even  though  our  costs  have  continued  to 
increase  and  we  now  no  longer  receive  enough 
income  to  cover  the  basic  costs  of  production  and 
distribution.  In  fact,  at  our  lowest  bulk  rate  for 
clubs,  we  barely  cover  the  production  cost,  leaving 
little  for  mailing. 

We  are  increasing  all  subscription  and  advertis¬ 
ing  rates  by  20-25  percent.  Discount  club  rates  will 
also  increase  by  $2.00  per  year. 

The  new  advertising  and  subscription  rates  will 
increase  effective  July  1,  1994.  As  most  clubs  set 
their  dues  later  in  the  year,  we  will  delay  the  club 
increase  until  January  1,  1995  to  allow  time  for  the 
clubs  to  make  any  necessary  changes  in  the  dues 
and  fees  to  their  members. 

As  in  the  past,  we  will  accept  advertising  and 
subscription  renewals  (up  to  3  years)  at  the  present 
rate,  until  the  new  rate  becomes  effective. 

From  your  letters  and  comments  at  swapfests 
and  other  events,  we  believe  that  you  enjoy  and 
look  forward  to  receiving  Badger  State  Smoke 
Signals  each  month.  We  regret  that  we  find  it 
necessary  to  do  this,  but  it  is  the  only  alternative  to 
suspending  publication. 

We  are  also  looking  for  people  to  assist  us  with 
production  of  the  paper.  We  also  need  people  to 
help  with  advertising  contacts  and  sales.  If  you  can 
help  in  either  of  these  areas,  please  get  in  contact 
with  me.

APRIL  13,  1994 

Our  guest  for  the  evening  was  Sandra 
Smolen,  Emergency  Government  Director 
for  Portage  County.  She  was  here  to  re¬ 
view  severe  weather  spotting  procedures 
with  us,  and  to  thanks  us  again  for  our 
past  work. 

Rick  Miller,  NI9P,  is  our  new  Emer¬ 
gency  Coordinator.  He  and  Scott  Jasper, 
NE9U,  drove  around  the  county,  identify¬ 
ing  good  locations  for  weather  spotting. 
Specially  marked  county  maps  were  given 
to  volunteer  spotters. 

When  you  call  in  severe  weather,  try 
to  do  it  through  the  weather  net  if  possi¬ 
ble.  Use  the  normal  non-emergency  Coun¬ 
ty  Sheriffs  number  (346-1400),  and  iden¬ 
tify  yourself  as  a  Weather  Spotter.  This 
distinguishes  you  from  the  dozens  of  pan¬ 
icky  citizens  who  are  also  calling  in. 

Here  is  what  they  want  to  hear  about: 


Tornadoes  on  the  ground. 

Funnel  clouds  aloft. 

1/  Hail  1/2  inch  or  larger. 

4/  Strong  winds  of  50  to  60  mph  or 
greater. 

%/  Actual  damage  reports. 

%/  Heavy  rain  amounts  or  flooding. 

And  let  this  serve  as  a  reminder  to 
check  over  your  equipment.  Charge  up 
your  HT  batteries,  make  sure  everything  is 
working.  If  you  do  this  BEFORE  the  next 
big  storm  hits,  you  will  feel  a  lot  better 
about  it. 

Sandy  invited  any  of  us  who  might 
want  to  tour  the  new  doppler  radar  instal¬ 
lation  in  Sullivan,  Wisconsin,  to  let  her 
know  about  it.

Washington  Gets  Law  on  Towers  and  Antennas 

Washington  State  has  new  legislation  to  protect  amateurs.  On  March  23,  the 
governor  signed  Senate  Bill  5697,  a  bill  that  will,  according  to  its  backers,  limit  the 
ability  of  municipalities  to  enact  antenna  and  tower  regulations,  by  pointing  out  the 
federal  pre-emptions  of  the  FCC's  PRB-1 .  Credited  with  promoting  this  legislation 
were  Dr.  Ralph  Shumaker,  WX7T,  and  members  of  the  Mike  and  Key  Club  of 
Seattle,  according  to  ARRL  State  Government  Liaison  Frank  Price,  KD7AC. 

Price  said  that  members  of  the  Senate  were  sympathetic  to  the  bill,  which  is 
worded  in  general  terms,  but  they  also  realized  that  municipalities  have  an 
obligation  to  consider  issues  concerning  health,  safety,  and  other  factors  concerning 
general  welfare.  "Tests  of  this  provision  will  come,  I  am  sure,"  Price  said,  "in  the 
near  future." 

The  bill  reads: 

mNo  l city  or  town ,  code  city ,  or  county]  shall  enact  or  enforce  an  ordinance  or 
regulation  that  fails  to  conform  to  the  limited  pre-emption  entitled  "Amateur  Radio 
Preemption,  101  FCC  2nd  952  (1985)"  issued  by  the  federal  communications 
commission  [sic).  An  ordinance  or  regulation  adopted  by  a  city  or  town  with  respect 
to  amateur  radio  antennas  shall  conform  to  the  limited  federal  preemption,  that 
states  local  regulations  that  involve  placement,  screening,  or  height  of  antennas 
based  on  health,  safety,  aesthetic  considerations  must  be  crafted  to  reasonably 
accomodate  amateur  communications,  and  to  represent  the  local  authority's 
minimal  practicable  regulation  to  accomplish  the  local  authority's  legitimate 
purpose." 

The  bill's  backers  told  the  senators,  as  background,  that  "amateur  radio 
operators  seeking  to  erect  antenna  and  support  systems  are  often  frustrated  or 
delayed  by  restrictive  local  zoning  ordinances.  While  local  government  actions  have 
been  partially  preempted  by  the  Federal  Communications  Commission,  amateur 
radio  operators  seek  to  avoid  time,  expense,  and  delay  challenging  local  actions  that 
fail  to  conform  to  FCC  policy."
